6. The Board of Supervisors has previously stated that high 
quality child care and development programs are critical to the 
quality of life for San Francisco fanilises and these programs 
must recognize and address the needs of San Francisco's diverse 
families of all ethnic groups and children with especial needs. 

7 The Board of Supervisors geeks the participation of the 
Mayor, the Board of Education and the Superintendant of Schools 
in the local planning efforts recommended by state legislation.
